Step Nearer Goal 


WASHINGTON—The Bureau of 
the Budget approved Tuesday a 
$208,000,000 State-wide flood con- 
trol program drafted for Florida 
by the Army Engineers. 
Announcement ‘of the approval 
came from Senator Holland ‘(D- 
Fla), who said he anticipates the 
program will be submitted immed- 
iately. to Congress by the Engine- 
ers. 

The program previously had 
been cleared by the Department of 
Interior. 

The program must be authorized 
by Congress and funds appropri- 
ated before it can be undertaken. 
Plans call for- construction , over 
several years.
